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OBITUARY. 


The  Board  of  Governors  very  greatly  regret  to  report 
the  death  of  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell,  Principal  of  the 
College,  on  2nd  February,  1929,  while  on  his  way  to  attend 
a  meeting.  By  his  death  the  world  of  the  Blind  has  lost 
one  ot  the  most  ardent  and  devoted  supporters  of  its 
Cause.  He  combined  in  a  remarkable,  indeed  unique, 
manner  the  qualities  of  head  and  heart,  which  enabled 
him  to  carry  out  and  develop  the  far-reaching  work  en¬ 
trusted  to  him;  his  influence  and  patient  determination 
have  counted  much  in  the  success  of  the  Pupils  of  the 
College,  and  it  was  to  uphold  the  maintenance  of  the 
highest  possible  standards  for  the  training  of  the  Blind 
that  he  made  his  last  journey. 

Mr.  Campbell  had  been  connected  with  the  College 
since  its  foundation  in  1872  and  Principal  from  1912.  He 
wa6  born  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1862.  As  the 
son  of  Dr.  (afterwards  Sir  Francis)  Campbell,  one 
of  the  Founders  of  the  Royal  Normal  College,  he  began 
his  life’6  work  as  “a  leader  of  the  Blind  ”  when  quite 
a  little  child,  for  his  father  used  to  carry  him  in  his 
arms  and  rely  upon  his  direction  for  guidance  and  safety. 
Mr.  Campbell’s  father  being  blind  the  son  had.  a  wonderful 
opportunity  for  training  in  the  matter  of  service.  On  his 
seventh  birthday  he  took  the  first  of  the  twenty-five 
trips  he  made  across  the  Atlantic  and  commenced  his 
education  in  England  at  Dulwich  College,  continuing  later 
at  University  College  School,  Bridgwater  Normal  School 
and  the  Royal  School  of  Mines. 

Owing  to  his  father’s  fondness  for  travel,  the  son  had 
an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  Norway, 
Sweden,  France,  Belgium,  Switzerland  and  all  the  principal 
cities  in  the  TJ.S.A.  east  of  the  Mississippi.  He  and  his 
father  cycled  many  thousands  of  miles  and  both  Land’s 
End  and  John  O’Groats  have  seen  them.  For  three  years 
before  climbing  Mont  Blanc  (which  was  done  in  1881,  when 
Mr.  Campbell  was  only  nineteen)  they  trained  by  mastering 
one  peak  after  another,  such  as  the  Monch,  Eiger,  Jungfrau, 
Aletchhorn,  etc.,  and  became  nearly  as  familiar  with  many 
of  the  snow  passes  as  the  inhabitants  themselves.  In  that 
year  he  was  made  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Geographical 
Society. 
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At  the  request  of  his  father,  Mr.  Campbell  specialised 
in  Physical  Training,  and  was  the  creator  of  modern 
gymnastic  training  for  the  Blind.  He  mastered  the  English, 
German,  American  and  Swedish  systems,  as  also  those  of 
Saaidow  and  Muller,  by  study  in  England,  the  United 
States,  and  on  the  Continent.  He  also  was  the  first  to 
introduce  swimming  and  life-saving,  cycling,  and  roller 
skating  to  the  Blind.  Parties  of  blind  people  have  cycled 
all  over  London  and  Surrey,  and  have  been  taken  as  far 
afield  as  Derby  and  Birmingham,  and  several  times  to 
Brighton  and  back.  Gymnastic  displays  were  repeatedly 
given  under  his  direction  in  all  the  large  halls  of  London 
(Albert  Hall,  St.  James’  Hall,  Queen’s  Hall,  Agricultural 
Hall  and  the  Crystal  Palace),  at  the  principal  exhibitions, 
and  also  in  towns  such  as  Glasgow,  Rochdale,  Derby, 
Birmingham,  Brighton,  etc.,  not  only  with  the  College 
pupils  alone,  but  often  in  conjunction  with,  and  at  the 
invitation  of,  the  leading  gymnastic  societies  of  the 
country,  thus  proving  that  the  disabilities  of  the  blind  could 
be  overcome.  Mr.  Campbell  also  assisted  to  conduct  parties 
of  the  pupils  to  Belgium,  Berlin  and  the  United  States ;  and 
the  concerts  given  in  these  countries  were  a  powerful  and 
practioal  method  of  showing  what  pioneer  work  the  College 
was  doing,  and  teaching  sighted'  people  that  with,  proper 
training  a  blind  man  could  earn  his  own  livelihood  and 
become  a  useful  citizen. 

In  addition  to  a  very  full  programme  at  the  College 
itself,  Mr.  Campbell  rendered  most  efficient  service  on 
many  important  Committees  for  the  Blind.  He  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Metropolitan  Blind  Union  in  1908, 
and  was  its  Hon.  Secretary  for  the  first  thirteen  years,  and 
acted1  as  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Case  Committee  of  the 
Union;  he  was  also  a  Founder  and  joint  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Union  of  Unions  for  the  Blind,  now  the  Union  of 
Associations  for  the  Blind,  which  was  formed  in  the  same 
year. 

In  1915  Mr.  Campbell  succeeded  in  erecting  in  the 
College  grounds  the  first  building  devoted  entirely  to 
pianoforte  tuning  belonging  to  any  institution  in  the 
world,  commencing  at  the  same  time  a  scientific  curriculum 
which  has  won  the  unstinted  praise  of  the  Pianomakers’ 
Association.  In  1917,  in  spite  of  the  friendly  discourage¬ 
ment  of  the  trade,  the  tuning  of  player  pianos  was  taken 
up ;  and  now  no  pupil  can  graduate  as  a  pianoforte  tuner 
from  the  College  unless  he  is  able,  in  addition  to  the 
tuning,  to  execute  tuners’  repairs,  and  tune  the  player- 
piano,  the  harmonium  and  the  American  organ. 
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Tn  addition  to  devoting  himself  to  th©  work  for  the 
Blind.  Mr.  Campbell’s  ambition  led  him  to  try  and  create 
a  national  system  of  Physical  Training  for  the  seeing 
people  of  this  country.  To  this  end  he  helped  to  found  in 
1891  the  British  College  of  Physical  Education,  now  the 
British  Association  for  Physical  Training.  He  wrote  “  The 
Vaulting  Horse,”  which  is  the  text-book  used  by  the  L.C.C. 
and  the  British  Association  of  Physical  Training. 

Mr.  Campbell  joined  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  in 
its  first  year  of  inception  in  1891,  and  in  1892  taught 
and  presented  five  College  students  for  their  proficiency 
certificate.  Many  other  pupils  have  gained  the  certificate 
since  that  year  and  seventeen  the  medallion.  Mr.  Campbell 
was  the  first  Chairman  of  the  Society — a  position  'he  held 
for  ten  years;  he  was  also  a  Vice-President  of  the  Amateur 
Diving  Association. 

There  was  a  mortgage  of  £15,000  on,  the  College 
property  when  Mr.  Campbell  succeeded  his  father  in  1912. 
By  zeal  and  energy  he  not  only  raised!  the  money  to  pay 
off  the  mortgage,  but  also  to  start  an  Endowment  Fund. 

In  1914  he  was  made  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Teachers 
of  the  Blind,  in  recognition  of  his  services  in  connection 
with  the  education  and  training  of  the  Blind.  He  not  only 
followed  the  example  of  his  father  and  maintained  in  full 
efficiency  the  many-sided  activities  of  the  College,  but  has 
raised  still  higher  the  reputation  which  the  College  has 
gained  all  over  the  world  for  its  determination  to  aim  only 
at  the  highest  standards.  No  greater  tribute  to  his  memory 
will  be  found  than  the  living  blind  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who,  through  his  efforts,  have  been  so  successful  in 
overcoming  the  handicap  of  blindness. 

The  Funeral  Service  took  place  on  Wednesday,  6th 
February,  at  All  Saints’  Church;  the  mourning  congrega¬ 
tion  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  seen  at  an  Upper  Norwood 
church,  and  was  eloquent  testimony  to  the  deep  regard  in 
which  Mr.  Campbell  was  held.  Among  those  present  were 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  past  andl  present 
Professors  and  many  Graduates  of  the  College  as  well  as 
all  the  present  Staff  and  Pupils.  The  Board  of  Education 
and  many  of  the  organisations  connected  with  education 
and  work  for  the  Blind  were  represented,  as  were  the 
numerous  other  Societies  with  which  Mr.  Campbell  was 
associated.  He  had  attained  a  high  rank  in  Masonry,  and 
there  was  a  large  attendance  of  Masons  from  the  Lodges 
with  which  he  had  been  connected. 

The  beautifully  impressive  service  was  conducted  by 
the  Vicar,  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Sexton,  and  the  Rev.  G. 
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Whittleton,  the  Vicar  of  St.  Jude’s,  Thornton  Heath,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Royal  Normal  College.  Mr.  H.  L. 
Balfour,  Mus.Bac.,  the  senior  professor  at  the  College, 
was  at  the  organ ;  the  singing  was  led  by  the  College 
Choir,  who  sang  “  Thine  for  ever  ”  as  the  flower-laden 
coffin  arrived1  at  the  church  doors.  The  opening  sentences 
of  the  Burial  Office  were  recited  by  the  Vicar,  and  the 
lesson  was  read  by  the  Rev.  G.  Whittleton.  The  Choir 
beautifully  rendered  the  anthem,  “  God  is  a  Spirit  ” 
(Bennett)  and  chanted  the  Psalm,  “  The  Lord  is  my 
Shepherd.”  After  the  Vicar  had  read  the  closing  prayers, 
the  hymn  “  Now  the  labourer’s  task  is  o’er,”  was  sung, 
and,  as  the  coffin  was  reverently  borne  from  the  church, 
Mr.  Balfour  played  (by  request)  “  O  rest  in  the  Lord.” 

After  the  Service  his  body  was  conveyed  to  West 
Norwood  Cemetery  and  laid  to  rest  in  the  grave  with  his 
Mother  and  Daughter.  The  many  beautiful  floral  tributes 
gave  their  fragrant  witness  to  the  love  and  honour 
universally  felt  for  the  one  who  had  been  called  to  Higher 
Service.

As  one,  who  had  the  advantage  of  being  a 
student  at  the  College,  I  can  testify  to  the  excellence  of 
the  instruction  given,  and  there  are  many  who  recognise 
as  1  do  the  great  value  of  the  Physical  Training — in  which 
Mr.  Campbell  took  such  an  active  part  in  my  day- — for 
this  training  is  splendid  for  the  building  up  of  the  physique, 
while  Swimming  and  Rowing  enable  us  to  enjoy  to  a 
greater  extent  the  pleasures  of  the  River  and  the  Seaside,  in 
conjunction  with  sighted  people.” — H.  C.  W. 
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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  ? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  arc  now  more  than  700  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

As  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  worn 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted. 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873.— A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  'this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  It.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaming  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  52  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  ora  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  having  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles.

7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in- 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  w'ork  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bradford,  Brighton,  Burmah,  Cardiff,  Ceylon, 
Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston, 
Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and  many  other  Institutions. 

10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  65  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  29  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  62  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

— Victor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
who  obtained"  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two 
other  graduates  gained  the  distinction  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after 
leaving  the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  Leonard  Marsh  was  also 
successful;  in  1925  Henry  Newell  (graduated  December,  1918);  and  m

9.  By  employing  or  recommending  the  employment  of  our  musical 

graduates  as  organists  and  music  teachers,  and  of  our  literary 
graduates  as  teachers  or  governesses. 

10.  By  organising  meetings  in  your  district  at  which  speakers  from  the 

College  can  explain  the  work. 

11.  By  promoting  concerts  and  gymnastic  or  swimming  displays  given  by 

the  pupils  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  College. 

12.  By  securing  an  annual  Church  or  Chapel  collection  and  inviting  the 

pupils  to  render  the  musical  portion  of  the  service  in  order  that 
their  ability  as  organists  and  singers  may  be  demonstrated  and 
thus  lead  to  future  employment. 

EMPLOYMENT— WARNING. 

Friends  and  supporters  all  over  the  country  are  urged  to  continue  to 
press  the  claims  of  qualified,  and  only  qualified,  students  for  a  trial  as 
pianoforte  tuners,  musicians,  school  teachers,  governesses  and  shorthand 
typists. 

In  the  commercial  world  it  is  efficiency  alone  that  counts. 

Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  which,  when  asked  for, 
they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

Prize  Festival.  Dame  Jessie  Wilton  Phipps,  D.B.E.  The 
Annual  Festival  took  place  on  Friday  afternoon,  the  20th  of  July,  1928. 
Dame  Jessie  Wilton  Phipps  was  received  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  M.P., 
Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Beddow,  Mr.  Drummond  and  Admiral  Grant 
(Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors),  Mrs.-  E.  T.  Campbell,  Miss 
Beddow,  Mrs.  Grant,  Mr.  Guy  Campbell,  Principal,  and  Mrs.  Guy 
Campbell. 

The  following  account  of  the  Festival  is  compiled  from  extracts 
from  the  Public  Press  :  — 

Previous  to  the  distribution  of  the  prizes,  the  visitors  were 
greatly  interested  in  seeing  school  classes  at  work  on  the  lawrn  and 
some  clever  marching  and  mass  exercises  of  free  movements  and  wands, 
and  delightful  country  dances  on  the  parade  ground.  Braille  short¬ 
hand  and  typewriting  also  proved  of  great  interest  to  the  visitors, 
as  did  a  capital  display  of  diving,  swimming  and  demonstrations  of 
life-saving  methods  in  the  Anuitage  swimming  bath.  After  Dame 
Phipps  and  the  visitors  had  inspected  the  work  carried  on  in  the 
pianoforte  tuning  building,  a  move  was  made  to  the  large  marquee  set 
up  in  the  grounds  for  the  concert  and  prize  distribution. 

“  The  musical  items  wrere  given  with  that  taste  and  expressiveness 
always  associated  with  performances  by  the  College  students,  and  the 
programme  was  much  appreciated. 

“  Items  of  special  interest  included  in  the  musical  programme  were 
the  chorus  from  ‘  The  Message  of  Spring  ’  by  Gade,  which  was  per¬ 
formed  by  thq  first  College  Choir  on  June  the  28th,  1874,  by  command 
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of  Queen  Victoria,  the  first  Royal  Patron  of  the  College,  and  a  part- 
song,  ‘  Life’s  a  dream  worth  dreaming,’  composed  by  Dr.  Hollins,  one 
of  the  most  famous  of  the  College  Graduates. 

“  Mr  E  T.  Campbell,  who  wa6  cordially  received,  said  :  ‘  In  the 
absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Lord  Lammgton, 
it  falls  to  me  as  Vice-Chairman  to  welcome  Dame  Wilton  1  hipps,  ot 
the  London  County  Council,  and  to  say  how  kind  it  is  of  her  to  come 
down  to-day.  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  calling  on  Dame  Wilton 
Phipps  to  present  the  prizes.’ 

“  Dame  Wilton  Phipps,  having  distributed  the  prizes  in  a  graceful 
and  gracious  manner,  which  every  recipient  will  remember  as  long  as 
he  or  she  lives,  expressed  her  great  appreciation  of  the  honour  con¬ 
ferred  upon  her  in  having  been  asked  to  come  to  the  College  and  present 
the  prizes  She  had  never  been  able  to  come  before,  but  she  had  read 
about  the  College  and  it  now  gave  her  great  pleasure  to  be  present. 

“  Dame  Wilton  Phipps  said  that  for  21  years  she  had  been 
connected  with  the  Education  Committee  of  the  L.C.C.,  and  had  taken 
a  special  interest  in  the  subject  of  blind  schools,  and  in  the  last  tew 
years  she  had  been  closely  associated  with  the  Committee  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Blind.  Anyone  coming  to  the  College  would  go  away 
feelinf  that  they  wanted  to  be  still  more  closely  connected  with  such  a 
school?  She  felt  a  sense  of  gratitude  that  there  was  such  a  place 
to  which  young  people  could  go.  She  wanted1  to  say  to  the  parents  and 
impress  upon  all  a  feeling  she  had  always  had,  that  they  could  not 
begin  with  blind  children  too  early.  She  knew  it  was  difficult  for  other 
institutions  to  harden  their  hearts  and  send  out  a  bright  child,  but  if 
the  child  was  to  be  given  a  proper  chance,  the  child  should  be  in  an 
admirable  place  like  the  College.  At  the  L.O.C.  they  had  typists  who 
were  blind— two  from  the  College— and  they  had  blind  tuners,  one, 
a  graduate  of  the  College,  'had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Council  for 
20  years. 

“  At  the  present  time.  Dame  Phipps  said,  there  were  700  self- 
supporting  graduates  from' the  College.  Of  the  graduates,  84.4  were 
in  good  situations  and  doing  useful  work.  Nothing  could  speak  more 
highly  of  the  College  training.  She  referred  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
College  and  its  efficiency— the  students  were  so  terribly  efficient— 
and  was  thankful  that  she  had  seen  it,  and  should  go  back  to  the 
Welfare  for  the  Blind  Committee  realising  that  they  ought  to  do 
even  more  for  those  connected  with  the  blind. 

“  The  Chairman,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks,  said  he  had  sat  on 
various  committees  of  the  L.C.C.,  but  never  under  a  more  efficient 
Chairman  than  Dame  Wilton  Phipps.  The  College  was  founded  in 
1872.  Since'  the  war,  however,  they  had  perhaps  been  overshadowed 
by  the  amount  of  work  done  for  the  sailors  and  soldiers  who  were 
blinded  through  their  war  service.  Alt  were  keen  to  do  what  they 
could  for  those  men,  and  everything  done  for  them  should  be  done 
without  a  grudge.  All  sort6  of  legacies  were  left  to  St.  Dunston’s 
and  such  excellent  institutions,  and  be  wished  some  of  them  might 
come  the  way  of  the  College.  Mr.  Campbell,  and  his  father  before  him, 
and  Mrs.  Campbell,  had  done  a  great  work,  but  they  felt  the  need 
of  a  little  more  support  from  others. 
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“  Inferring  to  urgent  needs  of  the  College,  he  said  one  was  an 
increase  of  Annual  Subscribers.  Another  was  a  capital  sum  of  £')  000 
m  order  to  secure  an  annual  sum  of  £400  to  provide  the  equipment 
necessary  tor  graduates  to  start  their  work  in  life,  such  as  typewriters 
6“™  Pianoforte  tuning  outfits,  etc.  They  also  needed 

£,0,000  to  stabilise  permanently  tlie  National  and  Imperial  work  of 
the  College  and  allow  more  pupils  to  bo  received  and  admitted  to 
the  bciiofite  They  had  recently  received  a  legacy  of  £5,000  from  the 
late  Mr.  Alfred  Beddow,  a  brother  of  Mr.  Josiah  Beddow,  one  of  the 
Members  of  the  Board.  It  was  a  very'  fine  gift,  and  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Governors,  with  Mr.  Josiah  Boddow’s  consent,  they  had  arranged 
that  it  should  go  to  the  equipment  fund  in  his  name. 

.  0hairn,uul  tben  moved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Dame 
Hilton  Phipps,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Drummond. 


Supporting  the  motion,  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  thanked  Dame 
Hupps  tor  'her  kindly  reference  to  himself.  He  stressed  the  point 
Dauie  Phipps  had  made  in  her  address  as  to  the  importance  of  getting 
the  children  young,  and  spoke  of  the  valuable  work  Dame  Phipps 
was  doing  for  the  Blind  and  for  education  generally. 

“  The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  with  acclamation,  and  on  the 
call  of  the  Chairman  the  pupils  gave  three  hearty  cheers  for  Dame 
Wilton  Phipps.”

One  has  been  transferred  to  a  Company  at  St.  Neots.  During  this 
month  Mary  Humber  joined  us.  On  the  9th  May,  B.  Austin  came 
up  from  the  Brownies,  and  the  following  month  she  was  joined  by  D. 
Rabjohns.  In  September  our  Lieutenant,  Miss  Mead,  who  had  'been 
with  us  tour  years,  was  asked  to  become  Captain  of  a  neighbouring 
Company.  We  were  proud  to  think  she  had  been  chosen,  but  exceed¬ 
ingly  sorry  to  part  with  her.  In  the  Autumn  Term  the  “  Skylarks  ” 
held  the  patrol  shield,  having  won  it  from  the  1  Daffodils.’ 

“  The  picture  we  won  in  1928  for  the  Divisional  Singing  Com¬ 
petition,  wras  taken  from  us  by  a  Lambeth  Company  last  September, 
the  competition  being  for  swimming. 

“  In  October  a  Ranger,  Miss  Milvain,  from  St.  Aubyn’s  Company, 
came  to  help  us  in  Miss  Mead’s  place.  We  are  delighted  she  has 
come  to  join  us  and  is  now  our  Lieutenant.  The  Leader  of  the  Daffodil 
Patrol  left  the  Company,  and  at  the  end  of  November  M.  Brand  was 
elected  in  her  place,  and  C.  Mactavish  second.  Also  during  November 
we  had  to  pass  on  the  Cup  which  we  had  won  in  1928  for  Singing,  to 
another  Company  in  the  West  Dulwich  District.  This  year  it  was  a 
General  Knowledge  test  and  was  both  interesting  and  helpful,  and  we 
were  able  to  learn  quite  a  number  of  things. 

“  At  our  Social  last  Christmas  our  District  Commissioner  enrolled 
M.  Wilson,  and  the  following  week  K.  Hall  was  enrolled.  Another 
Brownie,  J.  Plant,  joined  us  in  January. 

“  The  results  of  the  Knitting  Competition  arranged  by  Miss 
Bailey  for  lajh  Extension  Companies,  are  most  encouraging.  M. 
Radford  and  D.  Rabjohns  won  1st  and  2nd  prizes  respectively. 

“  Only  five  proficiency  badges  were  won  during  the  year,  as  those 
usuallv  held  in  March,  were  arranged  for  April,  and  so  came  during 
the  holidays — these  tests  will  be  taken  during  the  Summer  term  this 


Year. 


“  Our  receipt  and  expenditure  account  shows  a  credit  balance 


of  £1  13s.  4d.” 
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Brownies.  Report  of  Mis6  K.  Gessey,  Brown  Owl  :  — 

“  On  April  1st,  1928,  the  Pack  consisted  of  ten  Brownies  (5  Fairies 
and  5  Pixies)  under  Pack  Leader  Margie  Brand.  Betty  Austin  leit 
the  Pack  in  May,  on  becoming  too  old  to  remain  in.  The  whole  Pack 
(9)  entered  for  a  competition  in  ‘  The  Guide,’  and  a  few  weeks  later 
received  a  1  special  prize  ’  awarded  to  them  because  the  whole  pack 
had  entered.  This  was  a  ‘  Brown  Owl  ’  moneybox,  which  has  become 
very  useful  for  our  subscriptions. 

“  In  June  Beryl  Nash  joined  us,  and  Nellie  Glew  and  Joan 
Woodcraft  were  enrolled.  Quite  a  lot  of  Second  Class  work  was  taken 
and  passed,  Doris  Rabjohns  joining  the  Guides  on  completing  her 
Second  Class.  In  September  Doris  Bird  joined. 

“  In  October,  at  the  request  of  the  Matron  of  the  South-Eastern 
Hospital  for  Children,  Sydenham  (where  we  had  sent  some  of  our 
cigarette  card  albums)  the  Pack  started  collecting  silver  paper  for 
this  Hospital,  and  were  sent  a  box  for  this  purpose.  We  have  decided 
to  discontinue  the  collecting  of  cigarette  cards,  and  to  concentrate 
on  the  silver  paper  only,  for  this  seems  to  be  of  more  value  to  the 
hospitals,  and  the  Brownies  are  very  keen  to  help  them  in  whatever 
way  they  can. 

“  On  January  1st,  1929,  the  Pack  was  again  ten  in  number,  but 
during  the  month  Joyce  Plant  joined  the  Guides. 

“  During  the  year  Service  Stars  have  been  presented  to  some  of 
the  Brownies,  and  some  more  Second  Class  work  has  been  done.  Two 
Brownies  have  been  welcomed  into  the  Pack,  and  three  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Guides. 

“  Numbers  11  and  12  of  ‘  Our  Fairies’  and  Pixies’  Magazine  ’  were 
brought  out  during  the  year,  the  former  being  a  ‘  Special  Fifth  Birth¬ 
day  Number,’  to  which  practically  all  of  those  who  had  at  any  time 
been  Brownies  in  the  Pack  contributed.” 

Scouts. — “  Since  our  last  report,  we  are  glad  to  sav  that  our 
numbers  have  increased  from  18  to  31.  Every  eligible  boy  in  the 
Primary  School  is  now  a  member  of  the  Troop,  as  also  are  a  number 
of  older  pupils.  This  influx  of  new  members  has  entailed  an  increased 
amount  of  work  in  training  them  for  their  Tenderfoot  Tests.  The 
Patrol  Leaders  and  their  Seconds  have  carried  out  this  work  with 
goodwill  and  efficiency.  We  have  now  11  Second-Class  Scouts  and  8 
Tenderfoots,  in  addition  to  the  12  recruits  wrho  have  passed  most  of  the 
tests  for  the  Tenderfoot  Badge.  Patrol  Leaders  Deegan,  Gates  and 
Wells  and  Second  Burrows  have  succeeded  in  gaining  their  Musician 
Proficiency  Badges,  and  Patrol  Leaders  Fenwick  and  Waller,  and 
Seconds  Borthwick  and  Channing  their  Rescuer  Proficiency  Badges. 
These  last  four  have  also  gained  the  Elementary  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Life-Saving  Society. 

“  On  May  2nd,  1928,  Col.  Worlledge,  the  District  Commissioner, 
inspected  the  Troop.  The  proceedings  began  with  a  Troop  Rally.  This 
was  followed  by  a  demonstration  of  First-Aid  work;  fire  lighting 
and  tent  pitching.  Col.  Worlledge  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Troop. 

“  On  November  28th,  1928,  the  Assistant  District  Commissioner. 
Mr.  Walkley,  paid  a  visit  of  inspection,  when  Patrol  Work  in  Knots, 
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r^„;lD"ri?g  -the  Sl:nu"er  Ter,m  our  chief  activities  consisted  in 
rowing,  swimming  and  camp  work,  such  as  fire  lighting  and  cooking 
together  with  outdoor  games.

“  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Watling  for  help  in  preparing  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  Musician  Badge,  and  to  Mr.  Williams  for  his  services 
as  Official  Examiner  in  connection  with  the  same  Badge. 

“  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  our  financial  resources 
showed  a  credit  balance  of  £4  6s.  9d.  at  the  end  of  the  year.”

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Definition  of  Blindness. 


The  definition  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  is: — “So 
blind  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  any  work  for  which  eyesight  is 
essential.” 


This  is  based  on  the  principle  laid  down  in  the  1915  Report 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  Section  of  Ophthalmology : — 
“  Experience  shows  that  persons  wnose  acuity  of  vision  (refractive 
error  being  corrected)  is  below  one-twentieth  of  the  normal 
(3/60  Snellen)  are  usually  unable  to  perform  work  requiring 
eyesight,  while  persons  with  vision  better  than  one-tenth 
(6/60  Snellen)  are  usually  able  to  perform  some  such  work.” 


It  is  accordingly  the  practice  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
regard  persons  whose  visual  acuity,  after  correction  of  refractive 
errors,  is  greater  than  6/60ths  (Snellen),  as  not  being  blind,  unless 
the  defect  of  eyesight  includes  such  special  conditions  as  a  great 
contraction  of  the  field  of  vision.  He  regards  it  as  essential  also 
that  only  visual  factors  should  be  taken  into  account,  and  that 
other  bodily  or  mental  infirmities  predisposing  to  incapacity  should 
be  disregarded. 


The  above  considerations  should  be  borne  carefully  in  mind 
by  everyone  responsible  for  certifying  persons  as  blind,  whether  for 
the  purposes  of  inclusion  in  a  grant-aided  service  or  otherwise,  and 
all  applications  to  the  Minister  for  the  approval  of  new  entrants  to 
such  a  service  should  be  accompanied  by  medical  certificates 
giving  (1)  the  degree  of  visual  acuity  in  each  eye  of  the  new  entrant ; 
(2)  the  nature  of  the  visual  defects  present ;  (3)  a  definite  opinion, 
formed,  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  visual  conditions,  that  the 
person  is  too  blind  to  perform  work  for  which  eye-sight  is  essential. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  VISITING  THE  COLLEGE. 


The  College  is  situated  at  Upper  Norwood.  The  principal  entrance  is  in  Westow 
Street.  An  outline  Map,  showing  the  position  of  the  College  and  of  the  different 
Railway  Stations,  Motor  ’Bus  and  Tram  Halts  in  the  neighbourhood,  will  be  found 
on  the  next  page. 

The  regular  Visitors’  Day  is  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  each  month,  except 
during  January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Parents  or  friends  may  visit  pupils  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month, 
between  two  and  5.30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents  wish  to  see  their 
children  at  other  times,  they  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As 
a  rule,  it  is  not  expected  that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on  the  same 
afternoon.  When  visiting  the  College,  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  bring 
young  children  with  them. 

The  Principal  can  be  seen  on  business  by  appointment. 

«3*  Friends  cannot  visit  the  pupils  on  Sunday  ;  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced.  If 
the  children  go  out  with  their  parents,  they  must  not  undertake  commissions  for 
other  pupils.
